During 
tha Diax administration, education 
was left to local Initiative, and it was 
in a very few cities that proper atten- 
tion was given to this important need 
In fact the g re a t er part of the states 
neglected their schools. The Constl- 
tutionalist government is contemplat- 
ing the organisation of a general of- ! 
floe in the City of Mexleo whMi may 
correspond to the Commissioner o'l 
ICUucation in the United States, and •* \ 
certain amount of money la to be dis- 1 
trlbuted from the federal reveaaaa' fa** 
the betterment of public schools.'* .
